OIL COMPANY 
GOES INTO 
RECEIVER'S 

Hands in Oklahoma City. 
Practically Owned by 
Kentuckians. 

Attorney C. Mercer Represents 
Stockholders. 

On the 12th of August, at Okli 
homa City, Oklahoma. Claude Mer 
cer, attorney representing the stock- 
holders in the Kenthoma Oil Com- 
pany, made a motion in the District 
Court in Oklahoma County for the 
appointment of a Receiver to take 
charge of the assets and property of 
the said Oil Company. The grounds 
for a Receiver was the improper 
management of its assets by Mr. R. 
H. Yates and C. W. Morgan, both 
of Louisville, Kentucky, who had 
charge of the property. 

Under the direction of those gen- 
tlemen the Kenthoma Oil Company 
had recently sold a 90 acre lease to 
the American-Industrial Oil Com- 
pany, of Oklahoma, for the sum of 
$80,000.00. Another valuable lease 
upon which the Oil Company had ex - 
pended about $25,000.00 in develop- 
ment is claimed to have been forfeit- 
ed by the Kenthoma Oil Company 
within the last few weeks. 

The stockholders were wholly un- 
able to get satisfactory reports of 
the condition of said company by 
those in charge, and. in fact, had 
rever received a financial stiicment 
of its affairs Upon a showing of 
this to the District Court o: Okla- 
homa Co'inty, Oklahoma, Judge 
Clark promptly took the property out 
of the hands of the aforesaid gentle- 
men and placed it in the hands of a 
Receiver. 

It is impossible at this juncture to 
know what the stockholders will re- 
ceive, as their attorney, Mercer, re- 
ports that this time he is unable to 
estimate the value of the assets or its 
condition, other than that the pay- 
ment of $45,000.00 is the balance due 
by the American-Industrial Oil Com- 
pany, and that will be paid to the 
Receiver. 

The stock of this company is own- 
ed exclusively in Kentucky, except a 
block in Texas. As soon as a pre- 
liminary report of the Receiver is 
made some definite idea of what will 
be saved for the stockholders will be 
had.

Encamped in a French Village. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sam Dix, of Steph- 
rnsport, have recently had an enter- 
taining letter from their son, Wm. 
H. Dix, who when he wrote was in 
a French village and enjoying the 
Krencli and Fnglish people. He 
writes: 

Dear Mother:— This finds us in a 
French village now. I wrote you 
while in South Hampton. Holland, 
also mailed . you two postals before 
since leaving Camp Mills, Long 
Island, N. Y. Spent an unusually 
long time on ship, laid in the harbor 
of Halifax for one week before start- 
ing across for England. We unload- 
ed near London where we took a 
train for South Hampton. After 
staying there a few days we crossed 
the Knglish channel to Cherbomge, 
F'ranrc. Then from there by rail to 
this little town. This is about the 
only kind of writing paper they have 
here. There are many other articles 
you cannot buy. The people here- 
have their houses enclosed in a wall. 
Seems like they build a wall around 
it before they build a house. 

France is a beautiful country as 
well as Kngland. A lot of the farm- 
ing is still done in the old way; the 
farms look well kept. The French 
people arc polite and try to make 
you comfortable. The French lan- 
guage of course is about all I hear 
now and I am trying to learn to 
speak it. The streets in nearly all 
the small towns in France are nar- 
row and when passing through it 
seems like you are walking between 
two walls instead of between two 
rows of houses. Let me hear from 
home often. Will close with love to 
all.

The following letter is from 
Ira D. Stone, son of Mrs. C. W.

The 
epistle is dated from Hoboken, N. J. 

Dear Home Folks: — We arrived 
safely at the docks on the Hudson, 
at Hoboken, N. J., will stay here to- 
night, tomorrow at six o'clock we will 
take a launch boat and cross the Hud- 
son, then take a train for our new 
camp. This trip has been full of in- 
terest to me — in fact the most inter- 
esting trip of my life. We came 
over the Alleghany mountain which 
was simply delightful. The dirt 
roads as well as the railroads through 
the mountains are in first class con- 
dition, and the air was so fine that I 
believe I could live on it without 
anything else. If I had thought to 
have brought a jug I would have filled 
it with that good air and sent it to 
you, ha, ha! And besides there were 
so many pretty mountain girls Some 
of them told me they were coming 
over to camp, Sunday. 

I have been in five states since I 
left Camp Taylor, Ky. Indiana, 
Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey. I think I will get to see 
New York City, tomorrow, and 
Brooklyn Bridge, too. 

My Corporal and I are now sitting 
on the docks with a plank on our 
knees writing. There are several 
small boats anchored just in front of. 
us and we can see several out in the 
river. I have already written a letter 
and a card today, guess you will get 
them all at once. Wrote a letter at 
daylight this morning before the 
train left Cleveland, then a card at 
noon, now one after dark at Hobo- 
ken, N. J. I call that going some, 
ha, ha! 

We have only been off the train 
twice since we left Camp Sherman; 
once at Scranton, N. J., and paraded 
around one square and again at El- 
mira for refreshments which was 
served by the Red Cross girls. I 
certainly can't say too much for the 
Red Cross Organization. Well as it 
is twenty minutes till twelve, I will 
close and go to my cot and try to 
sleep some. By-by!

ROYAL SCANDAL 
IN AUSTRIA MAY 
LEADTO DIVORCE 

People Growing Bitter Against 
Emperor and Empress. 



BLAME THEM FOR DISASTER 



Empress It Accused Of Shielding 
Italians — Emperor Received With 
Catcall* and Curses When He Ap- 
on Street— Intplred Denial of 



A few months ago several official or 
semiofficial riVnlnls wore made rcgnrd- 
tng charges against Empomr Chnrles 
of Austria and his wlfo. Empress Zltn. 
Whnt these charges refer to Is becom- 
ing known by degrees. The Ans- 
trlnn censorship tins so far prevented 
n fnll statement reaching the wires In 
neutral countries, but the news Is Al- 
tering through of n scandal In the Im- 
perial palace which Is likely to lend 
to a divorce. 

The empress Is accused of shield- 
ing and protecting the Itallnns. The 
disaster on the Plave was the result of 
o plot engineered by Empress Zltn, the 
people believe. In Vienna the excite- 
ment of the people knows no bounds. 
When the emperor nppears In the 
streets he Is received with catcalls 
and curses. Recently a man ran after 
the automobile In which the ruler was 
driving, calling out : "Fie upon thee, 
Pnrmn I" 

Empress Zltn Is n daughter of the 
house of Parma, one of the royal fam- 
ilies formerly reigning over parts of 
Italy Zlta's brothers are accused of 
betraying Austrln There is no end of 
denlnls coming from official sources. 
These denlnls. proclaimed even from 
ministerial benches In parliament, 
show the seriousness of the situation 
caused by the reports, rumors and gos- 
sip affecting the Imperial family. While 
Home of the reports no doubt are ex-« 
trnvagant the Austrian people Insist 
that where there is smoke one Is 
bound to find Are. 



The first Swiss newspaper which 
prints anything about the scandal In 
the Hofburg, aside from the offlclnl de- 
nials which were cabled to all parts 
of the world. Is the Thurgnuer Zel- 
tung. It says: 

"According to semiofficial nnd press 
reports coming frrm Vienna, there are 
Blnlster rumors nnd accusations rc- 
Rnrdlng the Imperial family afloat In 
Austria and Hungary. In these ru- 
mors scenes are mentioned which nre 
Bnld to have taken place In the Im- 
perial palace. These scenes nre al- 
leged to be the forerunners of n di- 
vorce that would sever the marltnl re- 
lations of Charles and Zita. The 
great mass of the people hold the im- 
perial couple responsible for the de- 
feat suffered on the Italian front. Em- 
peror Charles and his wife, Zlta, are 
said to have forbidden the use of 
Milling gases nnd flame throwers for 
the offensive In Itnlv. Italian nrlson-

treatment, It Is charged. 

"Other members of the Imperial 
fnmlly nre not spared. They nlso are 
accused of being Implicated In dark 
plots. Two brothers of Empress Zlta, 
Princes Slxtus nnd Xnvler of Parma, 
are singled out as most dangerous con- 
aplrators. The fact that thpy were 
In the enemy's country during the war 
nnd the part they played In the affair 
of the emperor's peace letter are being 
brought up against them. 

'The excitement Is growing In VI- 
ennn. It Is reported, leading to an In- 
cident In the streets of the capital 
where a man rnn after the Imperlnl au- 
tomobile, shouting: "Fie, Parma !" The 
emperor was nt that time being driven 
from his palace nt Schoenbrnnn to the 
ITofburg. Finally the reports and ni- 
•came so widespread and dnn- 
ln their character that hftth 
In Vlonna nnd Bwlnpost, 
to publish denlnls nnd 
In the newspapers. Be- 
sides, the charges were officially denied 
In the Hungarian parliament, nnd Dr. 
von Seydler. the Austrian premier, re- 
ferred to the accusations In a speech 
delivered at a reception to the Aus- 
trian deputies nnd nt a meeting nt the 
Vienna city hall. 

Allies Blamed for Gossip. 
"A semiofficial announcement sent 
out by the Vlennn correspondence bu- 
reau says the repo-ts concerning the 
Imperial fnmlly were dlssemlnnted by 
the entente powers as part of a propa- 
ganda offensive, for the purpose of 
crentlng unrest and disturbances in the 
monnrchy. In the Hungarian house of 
deputies Prime Minister Wekerle mnde 
n vigorous speech In which he denied 
the truth of nil aspersions cast upon 
the emperor and empress. He called 
all these reports false, lying, Impossi- 
ble nnd unthinkable. His remnras 
led to an enthusiastic ovation pledg- 
ing loyalty to the Imperial couple on 
the pnrt of the house. 

"The most minute 'eorre?tlon' was 
given out by Doctor Fnnder, editor In 
chief of the Itelchspost. who addressed 
a great Catholic mass meeting In the 
Vlennn city hall. Doctor Funder at- 
tempted to explain away certain Inci- 
dents In connection with the emper- 
or's pence letter. There Is no doubt 
that he spoke authoritatively, after 
consulting the highest authorities. 
The most Important part of Doctor 
Funder's stntement no douht Is his 
disclosure regarding Count Czernln'a 
connection wl.h the emperors pence 
letter. Doctor Funder maintained 
Count Czernln not only had known of 
this letter, but even had caused the 
emperor to write It. This Is in con 
fllct with all previous declarations. 
Doctor Funder said: 

"T wnnt to refer to two of the ru- 
mors because they are repeated In pub- 
lic with the greatest persistence, so 
much so that even some of our well 
meaning people believe them. One of 
these rumors concerns two brothers t>r 
Empress Zita, Prince Slxtus nnd 
Prince Xnvler of Parma, both of whom 
nre residing In n foreign country. 
Three brothers of the empress nre 
serving In the Austro-Hungnrlan army, 
as Is well known. It Is not true if 
anyone snys that the two other princes 
had gone over to the French side nt 
the beginning of the war for the pur- 
pose of fighting against the central 
powers. As a matter of fact, both 
these princes asked to be enrolled In 
the Austro-IIungarinn nnny nt the be- 
ginning of the war. When they were 
refused permission they placed them- 
selves nt the disposal of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross In Oenevn to engage 
In ehnritahie work. 

Czernln Responsible. 
"Tt Is not true when It Is snld thnt 
the two princes returned to Austria 
once or on several occasions to meet 
their families and confer with them. 
The story of their holding a confer- 
ence somewhere in Stelermnrk or 
elsewhere Is false. It Is true they 
were In Austria twice without seeing 
their families. They came because 
Count Czernln hnd culled them. And 
Count Czernln had called them be- 
cause he thought they could be used 
In clearing the path for peuce negotia- 
tions. 

"•Our enemies rejected all efforts 
mnde by the princes, but that was not 
the lntters' fuult. In the sume way 
the enemies have so far rejected nil 
pence proposals made by statesmen of 
the central powers. At a time when 
the central powers had no diplomatic 
representatives in the countries of the 
enemies It was only natural to employ 
two personages standing so high as 
the two pr'nees In the movement for 
bringing ubout peace. We nil pruy 
that this peace movement may he suc- 
cessful some day, and those who will 
bring It ubout will certainly be enti- 
tled to the thanks of all humanity. 

"'And Just as resolutely unother 
truth must be proclaimed aguln and 
ngaln. The emperor'a letter propos- 
ing peace negotiations was caused to 
be Bent by Count Czernln, the respon- 
sible minister, who uccepted the re- 
sitonsihillty for Its purpose uud Its 
contents. It was Count Czernln who 
selected Prince Slxtus to act the part 
of a messenger of peace. And who- 
ever la of the opinion that Count Czer- 
nln wus a statesman endowed with 
certain abilities must be convinced 
that Count Czernln could accept re- 
sponsibility for causing the emperor 
to seud his pence letter with the full 
weight of his personality. And In 
spit.- of this, what a variety of conclu-

My transfer to this city as Special

early in the war there have 
umbers of Chinese with the 
and British armies In France— 
not in the fighting line but In that 

makes It possible to carry on the wnr. 
Nearly a hundred thousand of these 
are working with the British In north- 
ern France, and more than forty thou- 
re scattered all over the 
with the French. Now they 
are coming Into the American lines In 
large numbers. 

Most of these men come from north- 
ern and central China, and for the 
same reasons that ninny of our Ameri- 
can boys came to France before the 
United States entered the war. Some 
of them were attracted by the high 
pay and the chance to better their 
own condition, some of them out of 
pure love of adveuture, still others be- 
cause of their appreciation of whut 
this struggle menus in their own fu- 
ture history. 

And there are, too, not a few Chi- 
nese scholars and men of some dis- 
tinction In their own country who 
have been forced to leave for political 
reasons, as well as young students 
from England or America. They are 
engaged In making ammunition, In the 
construction of buildings, In puvlng 
roads, In' loudlng and unloading ships 
and train-. — In the thousand and 
one "war Industries" that have direct- 
ly and ludlrectly to do with the main- 
taining of the allied armies In Fruuce. 
Lack of Understanding. 
Merely for the sake of efficiency It Is 
of Importance that a feeling of mutual 
understanding and sympathy should 
exist between the Yank und the Chi- 
naman who has come to be his neigh- 
bor. Officials recognize its military 
value and have met with appreciation 
the efforts of the Y. M. C. A., which Is 
carrying on the work In most of the 
camps where Chinese are located.
